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Editorial Note—With the develop- 
ment of state and local tuberculosis as- 
sociations and the placing of these or- 
ganizations upon a business basis with 
full-time executives, a new group of 
advisors and helpers has grown up in 
the last fifteen years for the benefit of 
the National Tuberculosis Association 
and its affiliated groups. This group, 
organized a number of years ago as 
the National Conference of Tuberculo- 
sis Secretaries and reorganized in 1923, 
has rendered valuable service in years 
past. In its reorganized form, how- 
ever, and with working committees 
linked closely to ‘the administrative 
machinery of the National Associa- 
tion, the National Conference of Tu- 
berculosis Secretaries seems to offer 
increased opportunities for service. 

The meetings held in Atlanta, pre- 
liminary to the annual meeting of the 
National Tuberculosis Association it- 
self, under the auspices of the National 
Conference of Tuberculosis Secre- 
taries and the other gatherings of that 
body, gave an opportunity for the 
secretaries to discuss many problems 
of vital interest. 

Heretofore, the Conference has not 
published a formal report, but this 
year because of the increased signifi- 
cance of the organization and for 
various other reasons it seems desir- 
able to publish a report of the work 
of the organization and the confer- 
ences at Atlanta under its direction. 
This number of the BULLETIN, there- 
fore, is devoted to the National Con- 
ference of Tuberculosis Secretaries. 


The National Conference of Tuber- 
culosis Secretaries was called to order 
at 6:10 P. M. on May 9, 1924, in the 
auditorium of the Atlanta Woman's 
Ciub, Atlanta, Ga., by president R. G. 
Paterson. 

In the absence of the secretary-trea- 
surer, Mrs. Sadie Orr-Dunbar of Ore- 
gon, nominations for secretary pro 
tem were called for. Mr. Rowan 
Whealdon, Mrs. Dunbar’s representa- 
tive from Oregon, was nominated and 
chosen. 

The minutes of the previous annual 
meeting of the Conference, held at 
Santa Barbara, were read and ap- 
proved. The report of the treasurer 
Was read and approved. 

President R. G. Paterson gave the 
Teport of the executive committee and 
minutes of the meeting of May 5 as 
follows: 


Annual Report of the Executive Com- 
mittee to the National Conference of 
Tuberculosis Secretaries 


In submitting this report of the ex- 
ecutive committee to you it was 
thought best to revert to past history 
in order to connect the present with 
the past and to point out some of the 
problems with which we have had to 
deal. 

You will recall that the amended 
constitution of the National Confer- 
ence was adopted at Santa Barbara 
June 21, 1923, and as provided, an ex- 
ecutive committee of seven was elected 
consisting of Miss Sidney M. Maguire, 
Los Angeles; Miss Mary A. Meyers, 
Indianapolis; Hugo A. Brown, Buffalo, 
representing local associations; Mrs. 
Sadie Orr-Dunbar, Oregon; Arthur M. 
Dewees, Pennsylvania, and R. G. Pat- 
erson, Ohio, representing state asso- 
ciations, and Frederick D. Hopkins, 
representing the National Association 
staff. The executive committee met 
on June 22 and elected officers as fol- 
lows: President, R. G. Paterson, Ohio; 
Vice-president, Miss Mary A. Meyers, 
Indianapolis; Secretary-treasurer, Mrs. 
Sadie Orr-Dunbar, Oregon. The fol- 
lowing committees were appointed: 
Modern Health Crusade Advisory, 
Chairman, Mrs. E. R. Grant, Washing- 
ton, D. C.; James P. Faulkner, 
Georgia; and T. J. Edmonds, Iowa. 
Subsequently Murray A. Auerbach, In- 
diana, was appointed to fill the vacancy 
caused by Mr. Faulkner’s resignation; 
the 1924 Christmas seal sale advisory 
committee, Chairman, A. Sinks, 
Maryland; Harvey D. Brown, Phila- 
delphia; Miss Mary A. Meyers, In- 
dianapolis; T. J. Werle, 
and Dwight Breed, Texas. In addi- 
tion action was taken first to ap- 
prove the plan of holding a_ two- 
day conference prior to the an- 
nual meeting and that all secretaries 
be notified to attend; second, to re- 
quest the executive committee of the 
National Tuberculosis Association to 
refrain from making any further seal 
sale contracts with local associations 
except through the proper state asso- 
ciations; and, third, that an attempt be 
made to find an outstanding man in the 
south connected with a University to 
recommend to the executive commit- 
tee of the National Association as 
chairman of the Sociological Section 
for the next annual meeting.

Report of Work Accomplished 


Owing to the critical situation which 
developed in the Modern Health 
Crusade service of the National As- 
sociation, your executive committee 
assumed: the responsibility for sug- 
gesting that the annual mid-winter 
meeting of the state executives be 
postponed for this year, and in its 
place calling a meeting of the execr- 
tive committee in New York to be 
held on January 15, 1924. Our reasons 
for taking this action was, first, that 
we believed that since the advisory 
committees on the Modern Health 
Crusade and Christmas Seal Sale were 
called for meetings in New York Jan- 
uary 15-17 your executive committee 
could best promote the interests of the 
secretaries by meeting with the sub- 
committees at the same time; second, 
that we were afforded the opportunity 
to meet with the executive committee 
of the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion which was called for January 16 
in New York; and finally, because the 
early date set for the annual meeting 
of the National Association would 
make it financially prohibitory for the 
secretaries to attend two national 
meetings so close together. 

Your executive committee met in 
regular session in New York on Jan- 
uary 15, 1924, all members present 
with the exception of Miss Sidney 
Maguire, of Los Angeles, and Mr. Ar- 
thur M. Dewees of Pennsylvania. Re- 
ports were made by members of the 
Modern Health Crusade and Christmas 
seal advisory committees. Plans were 
made for the joint meeting to be held 
with the executive committee of the 
National Association. The joint meet- 
ing was held on January 16, 1924, at 
the Academy of Medicine. The ques- 
tion of obtaining permission of the 
Treasury Department for the use of 
lobbies of federal buildings during 
the seal sale was discussed; on the 
question of the issuance of seal con- ~° 
tracts to cities other than those affili- 
ated with a state association; on the 
future of the Modern Health Crusade, 
and finally, on the question of the field 
service rendered by the staff of the 
National Association. 

(Parenthetically, I wish to point out 
to you that we are attending the 20th 
annual meeting of the National Asso- 
ciation and that the joint meeting of 
the executive committee of the secre- 
taries and the National Asociation held 
on January 16, 1924, was the first 
meeting ever held at which the views 
of the secretaries were presented di- 
rectly to the governing body of the 
tuberculosis movement. It is my be- 
lief that the joint meeting was mutu- 
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ally helpful and we should promote 
such a meeting each year.) 

A full report of the meeting of the 
executive committee was sent to the 
members of the Conference in Feb- 
ruary. P 


Modern Health Crusade Advisory 
Committee 


This committee held two meetings 
during the year, one in October and 
another in January. In addition, it has 
been in almost continuous sessions 
here in Atlanta. Report of this com- 
mittee will be made at this meeting. 


Christmas Seal Advisory Committee 


This committee held two meetings 
during the year, in June at Santa Bar- 
bara and in January at New York. In 
addition it has held several sessions 
here in Atlanta. Report of the com- 
mittee will be made at this meeting. 


Conference Program 
Your committee has arranged for 


the meetings of the secretaries in con- 


nection with the annual meeting as fol- 
lows: Monday, May 5, secretaries of 
state and represented associations; 
Tuesday, May 6, state and local secre- 
taries Christmas Seal Conference; Fri- 
day, business session, National Con- 
ference of Tuberculosis Secretaries. 
In addition your committee has par- 
ticipated in arranging for the program 
of the four sessions of the sociological 
section. 


Christmas Seal Contracts 


At the meeting of your committee 
held in Santa Barbara June 22, a reso- 
lution was adopted urging the board 
of directors of the National Tubercu- 
losis Association to take such steps as 
might be deemed wise to cease the is- 
suance of Christmas Seal contracts to 
local associations independently of 
‘state associations. This matter was 
discussed at some length’ at the joint 
meeting on January 16 and assurance 
was given that the entire matter was 
receiving attention. Since then an- 
nouncement has been made of the 
affiliation of one local organization 
with the state association and negotia- 
tions are progressing favorably i in the 
other three cases.

My dear Dr. Paterson: 

I know you will be interested to 
learn of the progress which has been 
made in bringing about an affiliation 
between some of the larger cities and 
the state associations in the states in 
which these cities are situated. 

Negotiations have been under way 
between the Pennsylvania Tuberculo- 
sis Society and the Pittsburgh Tuber- 
culosis League for some time and I 
am pleased to say that the Pittsburgh 
Tuberculosis League has become affili- 
ated with the Pennsylvania state asso- 
ciation. Negotiations are now under 
way between Illinois and the city of 
Chicago and the outlook is hopeful, but 
it is doubtful if an arrangement can be 
made for this year. 

A number of conferences have been 
held between the managing director 
and members of the board and staff of 
the Tuberculosis Committee of the 
Brooklyn Bureau of Charities, the 
Committee on Tuberculosis and Pub- 
lic Health of the State Charities Aid 
Association and the New York Tuber- 
culosis Association. These conferences 
have all been of an informal nature and 
no definite plan has as yet been set be- 
fore them. There are many impor- 
tant matters under discussion at the 
present time in New York City which 
may cause some delay in bringing 
about a solution of this problem. We 
are, however, hopeful of bringing 
about a satisfactory result.

At the Santa Barbara meeting your 
executive committee passed a resolu- 
tion that the secretary-treasurer of 
the conference call upon all state sec- 
retaries to submit a list of all secre- 
taries within their respective states 
eligible for membership in the Confer- 
ence. Letters were sent out by the 
secretary-treasurer on October 6, and 
the responses were fiot numerous. On 
May 1 dues had been received from 
147 members and lists of paid secre- 


taries had been received from 18 
states: Arkansas, Colorado, District of 
Columbia, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kan- 
sas, Michigan, Missouri, Nebraska, 
New Jersey, New Hampshire, New 
York, North Dakota, Ohio, Texas, 
Virginia, Washington. Each one of 
us should co-operate in this work to 
the end that every individual in the 
United States eligible to membership 
shall be enrolled as a member of the 
conference. 


Conclusion 


The executive committee wishes to 
thank each and every one of you who 
have aided it in its work; the members 
of the advisory committee who have 
worked hard and given time to their 
work, and the members of the staff of 
the National office who have co-oper- 
ated to the fullest extent in our various 
activities. In our opinion no more im- 
eet work is being done in the field 

present than that of building up a 
sense of solidarity among the workers 
on the firing line in the tuberculosis 
campaign. We believe the National 
Conference of Tuberculosis Secre- 
taries is headed in the right direction.

A meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the National Conference of 
Tuberculosis Secretaries was held on 
Monday, May 5, at the Hotel Ansley, 
Atlanta, Ga. The following members 
were present: Mr. Robert G. Paterson, 
presiding; Mr. Arthur M. Dewees, 
Mr. Hugo A. Brown, Miss Mary A.

On motion, the minutes of the last 
meeting were omitted as they had been 
sent to all members of the committee. 

Mr. Paterson expressed his appre- 
ciation to the members of the com- 
mittee for the time they had taken in 
studying the annual report. It was 
decided that it was advisable to submit 
such a report. 

It was reported that there are at 
present 147 members of the National 
Conference of Tuberculosis Secretaries 
and less than 300 are eligible for mem- 
bership. 

The following personnel for a nomi- 
nating committee was decided upon: 
Mr. R. E. Luhn, chairman; Mr. R. V. 
Spencer, Miss Nora S. Hamner, Dr. L. 
B. McBrayer and Mr. Arthur J. Straw- 
son. 

Consideration was next given to a 
number of matters referred to the ex- 
ecutive committee by the meeting of 
executive secretaries of affiliated asso- 
ciations as follows:

A resolution drawn up on this mat- 
ter by a committee of the secretaries, 
consisting of Dr. Prest, Mr. Spencer 
and Mr. Sinks, was considered. It was 
decided, however, to recommend to the 
secretaries that a letter be sent out

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National Tournament and Cup Contest 
Reports Due July 14th 


The reports for the second National 
Tournament, which closed June 14th, 
are due in the office of the National 
Tuberculosis Association not later 
than July 14th. Reports for the silver 
cup contests are also due at the same 
time. 

Two items are necessary to report 
on for the cup contests: (1) The total 
number of Crusaders in the contesting 
district (county, city or state), who for 
twelve weeks, not necessarily consecu- 
tive, during the school year from Sep- 
tember 1923 to June 1924 have per- 
formed at least 54 health chores, in- 
cluding a bath each week; and (2) The 
total school enrolment for the contest- 
ing district, including high school and 
parochial school enrolment as well as 
elementary school enrolment. 

Districts in the following population 
classes are eligible for these contests: 

Counties or cities with population 
respectively of 7,000-20,000; 20,000- 
50,000, and 50,000-100,000. 

County only with population of 100,- 
000 or more. ; 

City only with population of 100,000 
or more. 

A cup is also awarded to the state 
which has the greatest number of Cru- 
saders similarly qualifying in propor- 
tion to school enrolment. Cups are 
also to be awarded to the‘state having 
the greatest number of Crusaders who 
for four years have successfully per- 
formed the health chores, in propor- 
tion to school enrolment; to the state 
having the greatest number of Knights 
of the Round Table, in proportion to 
school enrolment; and to the state 
which has the greatest number of Cru- 
saders who in proportion to school en- 
rolment have qualified through per- 
forma:ice of the nutrition chores. 

The cup contests are distinct and 
apart irom the National Tournaments. 
In the tournaments, the individual 
class or the ungraded school is the 
unit competing; in the cup contests, 
the county, city, or state is the com- 
Peting unit. 


Teachers’ Health Education Scholar- 
ships 

The awards of fifty $500 scholar- 

ships given teachers in forty-seven 


cities throughout the United States by 
ommittee on Awards of the Teacher 


Scholarships and Fellowships of the 
American Child Health Association 
marked a new era in health education. 
The Health Education Scholarship 
Contest was made possible by an ap- 
propriation of $25,000 from the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company. 


When the Committee on Awards 
met in New York City June 2nd, fifty 
teachers were selected out of a com- 
peting group of 1639, who submitted 
examples of classroom work in health 
education directed by them during the 
school year. 


When the American Child Health 
Association opened the _ scholarship 
contest, it specifically stated that it did 
not aim to create a group of specialists 
in the teaching field but hoped to stimu- 
late all classroom teachers to broaden 
their knowledge of health education 
and to apply it in their daily teaching 
program. 


The decisions of the Committee on 
Awards were determined not only by 
the concrete examples of the teacher’s 
work submitted, but also by her 
teaching record, her achievement in 
carrying health education over into the 
home and in correcting the physical 
defects of her pupils. 


The tuberculosis associations in a 
number of states assisted in arousing 
interest among the teachers to enter 
the contest. Of the fifty winners 
twenty-three came from cities in 
which the Modern Health Crusade is 
part of the health program in the 


schools. Birmingham, Ala.; Little 
Rock, Ark.; Hartford, Conn.; Wil- 
mington, Del.; Atlanta, Ga.; South 


Bend, Ind.; Louisville, Ky.; Baltimore, 
Md.; Grand Rapids, Mich.; Bozeman 
and Whitehall, Mont.; Brooklyn, N.Y.; 
Winston-Salem, N. C.; Oklahoma City 
and Tulsa, Okla.; Portland, Oregon; 
Ft. Worth, Texas; Spokane, Wash.; 
Huntington, W. Va.; Casper and 
Cheyenne, Wyo., are included in this 
list. 


‘The scholarships will afford the suc- 
cessful contestants an opportunity of 
studying at one of the leading univer- 
sities during the summer school ses- 
sion or entering for the fall semester. 
The scholarship students will select a 
course of study correlated with health 
education including nutrition, physical 
education, biology, psychology, sociol- 
ogy and education. 


(Continued from column 3, page 54) 
from the national office to state and 
local secretaries, calling attention to 
this matter and urging that they get in 
touch with their Senators and Con- 
gressmen by June 1, 1924. 


Insurance 


In a discussion of the possibility of 
obtaining group insurance, the matter 
of the establishment of a Secretaries’ 
Relief Fund was brought up. It was 
decided to recommend to the secre- 
taries that all members of the National 
Conference of Tuberculosis Secretaries 
be asked to contribute $5.00 or more to 
an emergency fund for John Tombs or 
any other emergency of this kind. Mr. 
Hugo Brown was appointed a commit- 
tee of one to start a subscription list 
among the local secretaries and Mr. 
Dewees a committee of one to start 
such a list among the state secretaries, 
It was voted further to appoint Mr. 
Dewees, Mr. Brown and Mrs. Dunbar 
a committee of three to solicit funds at 
once for the Secretaries’ Relief Fund. 
This committee was empowered to 
work out the necessary steps for the 
establishment of a permanent fund. 


State Christmas Seal Contracts 


It was voted to recommend to the 
secretaries the adoption of a uniform 
contract insofar as the major points, 
such as mail sale regulations, author- 
ized forms of preventive tuberculosis 
work, etc., are concerned. 


Continuation of Seal Sale Study 


- It was decided to recommend to the 
secretaries that they give their further 
cooperation to a continuation of the 
seal sale study as presented at the 
meeting of executive secretaries May 5 
and to request that the questionnaires 
be filled out by all secretaries in order 
to aid the National Association in ar- 
riving at some reasonable scientific 
conclusions with regard to money rais- 
ing methods. 
Committee Reports 

Mr. Edmonds of Iowa gave a verbal 
report for the Crusade committee re- 
porting two principal meetings, one in 
October, and one in January, of which 
the: consolidated report has been filed 
with your secretary, and a summary 
of which has been mailed out to mem- 
bers of the Conference. 

Mr. Edmonds further reported that 
no essential change in the Crusade ma- 
terials is to be allowed for two years, 
so that orders for stock to last that 
period are in no danger of becoming 
out dated. The Crusade manual is be- 
ing revised and will be published 
shortly in revised form. 

The Christmas Seal advisory com- 
mittee reported through Mr. Werle of 
Michigan that the 1924 seal and poster 
designs had been’selected and that rec- 
ommendations regarding the seal and 
the posters for the following year had 
been prepared. 

President R. G. Paterson then called 
for separate action on the recommen- 
dations of the executive committee. 

Mr. Spencer of Massachusetts moved 
the adoption of the executive commit- 
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tee’s recommendation that the Na- 
tional Association write state secre- 
taries regarding getting in touch with 
their congressmen to urge influence 
for the use of post office lobbies for 
the seal sale. Motion was carried. 

Recommendations of the committee 
regarding relief for Mr. John Tombs 
was acted on following some discus- 
sion. Mr. P. P. Jacobs gave a few words 
of explanation regarding Mr. Tombs 
and his work, and present situation, 
then moved the adoption of the recom- 
mendation. Motion carried. 

Mr. Spencer of Massachusetts moved 
that it be the sense of the meeting that 
the recommendation of the committee 
regarding uniform contracts (such con- 
tracts to agree in principal points re- 
poe mail sale, and authorized 

orms of anti-tuberculosis work, but in 

minor detail suited to local conditions) 
for state associations and sub-agents, 
be adopted. Motion carried. 

The recommendation of the commit- 
tee that the study of the seal sale in- 
stituted by the National Association 
and carried on by questionnaires and 
analyses of replies, be continued, was 
adopted on motion by Mr. Werle of 
Michigan. 

Resolutions 


The report of the resolutions com- 
mittee was next called for. Mr. A. W. 
Jones of Missouri, chairman, reported 
that as so many of the members had 
left the city, they were unable to make 
a committee report, but that a number 
of persons had resolutions prepared, 
and if it was agreeable to the presi- 
dent these should be considered as fol- 
lows: 

Whereas, The National Conference 
of Tuberculosis Secretaries, assembled 
in Atlanta, Ga. on May 9, recognizes 
the need of an adequate follow-up ser- 
vice for those tuberculous ex-service 
men who have been in. one way or an- 
other a responsibility of the federal 
government for hospitalization, voca- 
tional rehabilitation, etc., and 

Whereas, The problem is so great 
that it is believed it will be impossible 
for the Veterans’ Bureau to build up a 
nursing organization sufficient to meet 
the problem adequately, and because 
it is believed that follow-up service can 
best be done by local social agencies, 
therefore, _ 

Be It Resolved, That this Confer- 
ence recommends that the U. S. Vet- 
erans’ Bureau and the National Tuber- 
culosis Association enter into arrange- 
ments that will be mutually satisfac- 
tory whereby the names of all tuber- 
culous ex-service men discharged from 
federal or contract hospitals and re- 
habilitation centers shall be forwarded 
to the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion for transmittal to the state 
agency, either official or non-official, 
best equipped to carry on an adequate 
follow-up service, and be it further 

Resolved, That the National Tuber- 
culosis Association ask the U. S. Vet- 
erans’ Bureau to consider the question 
of assigitiivg one public ‘health nurse 
employetby the Bureau and familiar 


with Bureau procedure to each desig- 
nated:state agency for the purpose of 
acquainting herself with all the local 
social agencies that can be marshalled 
for the purpose of giving adequate fol- 
low-up service. 

The first resolution was presented 
by Mr. Hopkins, of the national of- 
fice, as a recommendation of the execu- 
tive committee. On motion by Mr. 
Werle of Michigan it was adopted. 

Mr. Spepcer of Massachusetts intro- 
duced a resolution calling for submis- 
sion to the members of the Confer- 
ence, by the secretary, thirty days be- 
fore the next annual meeting, notice 
of amendments to the constitution, not 
yet fully prepared, but the sense of 
which is to increase the membership 
of the executive committee from seven 
to nine by the following changes: (ap- 
propriate wording of the amendments 
not yet fully prepared) president and 
vice-president in addition to present 
members of the executive committee 
who are to be elected by the confer- 
ence by ballot. Discussion called for 
specifying a change in the amendment 
whereby one of these officers should 
represent state associations, and the 
other local associations. Mr. Spencer’s 
resolution was adopted on motion by 
Mr. Philip P. Jacobs of New York. 

Mr. Brown of Buffalo recited the 
resolution adopted by the National As- 
sociation regarding an anti-spitting 
campaign and moved the adoption of 
the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the National Confer- 
ence of Tuberculosis Secretaries co- 
operate with the National Tuberculo- 
sis Association in seeing to it that the 
anti-spitting resolution, passed by the 
Association on May 9, is placed in the 
hands of all health officers, chiefs of 
police and newspapers in the U. S. 

Mr. Werle of Michigan moved that 
a resolution of appreciation of the ser- 
vices of Mr. A. E. Sinks of Baltimore 
be prepared. Motion carried and, at 
the request of the members, Mr. Werle 
prepared the following resolution: 

Whereas, The National Conference of 
Tuberculosis Secretaries has learned 
with regret that Mr. Albert E. Sinks 
has resigned as executive secretary of 
the Maryland Tuberculosis Association 
and will therefore be unable to con- 
tinue as chairman of the advisory com- 
mittee on the Christmas seal sale of 
which he has been a member for the 
past two years; 

Resolved, That the National Confer- 
ence of Tuberculosis Secretaries here- 
by expresses its appreciation to Mr. 
Sinks for his services to the n&tional, 
state and local tuberculosis associations 
of the United States as chairman and 
member of the advisory committee on 
the Christmas seal sale and extends to 
him the best wishes of all the members 
of the association for success in his 
new position on the staff of the New 
York Association for Improving the 
Condition of the Poor. 

Mr. Philip P. Jacobs moved that 
telegrams of sympathy be prepared 
and sent to Mr. John Tombs, Mr.
